WHEN YOU

FLY YOUR KITE

There are four rules for safe kite fly­ 
ing. If you follow them, you will have more fun, 
you will be safer and so will your kite."Here are 
the rules.

1. Fly kites in an open field, away from power lines 
, and other overhead obstructions.

2. Never use wire, tinsel, or metallic string.

3. Be cure the string is perfectly dry.

4. If the kite catches in a power line, let go imme­ 
diately. Don't pull! Phone the company owning the 
line, and a lineman will come to get your kite for you.
